ty damage is estimated at from $10.- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 in the live 
devastated counties. 
Bodies have been recovered at the 
following points: 
Corpus Christi. 
51: Portland, 39; Aransas Pass, 6; 
Rockport. 7; W hite Point, 27; Rosi­ 
ta, 30; Odom, 9; Port Arkansas, 6; 
Taft, 22. 
Bodies of 27 additional dead are 
reported held at two ranch houses in 
the vicin ity but this report has not 
been confirmed. 
Former Mayor R. 
M iller estimated I he total dead in 
Corpus Christi and vicinity at about 
200. 
Work of relief among the three 
thousand homeless was under way 
today. 
The first relief train arrived 
last night and physicians immediate­ 
ly began work among the sick and 
wounded. 
Refugees were housed in 
tents and supplied 
with 
clothing. 
Soldiers were aiding in relieving un- 
•sanitary conditions. 
They 
buried 
the tardies of scores of dead live­ 
stock which were 
washed 
ashore. 
The city's sewer system was crippled 
Rains last night hindered the work 
of repair.
